Discussion at Industrial 
Conference.

" At the Industrial Conference in Dublin yester- 
da 


y, 

Mr. R. M. Butler, F.R.1-B.A., opened a dis- 
cussion on building materials. He said that the 
subject was one of the most difficult in con- 
nection with the creation and development of 
Irish industries. Building materials were of two 
sorts, natural and manufactured. Irish re- 
sources had been dealt with over and over 
again from the time Sit Robert Kane wrote his 
“Industrial Resources” to the present day. 
What they should know was why these resources 
had not been made better use of. The develop- 
ment of a building materials industry was 
attended by peculiar difficulties, in addition to 
those common to all Irish industries. If an in- 
dustry was once built up in an article of com- 
mon usé, they were, more or less, assured of 
support, and were in a fair: way of establishing 
a permanent trade. With some building 
materials it was otherwise. They might have 
oge of the finest quarries; they might develop 
and equip it, and they then might ‘find ‘no de- 
mand and their machinery derelict: and their 
staff scattered. 

Building materials divided themselves into two 
classes—those used in all sorts of buildings, and 
ier which there was a steady demand, and those 
which were of occasional use in particular build- 
ings. Among the former were lime, cement, 
slates, steel, timber; and among the latter, par- 


ticular stones or marbles aid “the like. Apart 
from these there were articles which, while 
used in most buildings, were not made in Ire- 


land, and it would hardly pay to make them, 
in the present state of progress at all events, 
such as hardware and sanitary fittings. 


CEMENT FACTORIES.

cement was used in nearly every building, and 
w a: 


forth. Since cement came into general use, two 
or three manufactories had been established in 


Ireland, and for a time were successful 
on small  acale. English competition 
caus the failure of some, and then 
came immense improvements in the pro- 
cess of manufacture, necessitating costly 


plant with highly paid scientific direction. So. 
long as cement manufacture could be carried on 
in a comparatively primitive fashion involving 
little 


capital there was a chance for Irish 
manufactute on a small scale. Since then 
the manufacture of cement in Great Britain 


and Ireland had come under the contro! of two 
great combines of associated manuf ac- 
turers. These formed a trade combine or ring 
militating against independent development 
and increasing the price to Irish consumers. 
There were many districts in Ireland affording 
the raw materials. There were at least three 
or four centres favourably situated for eco- 
bomic manufacture and distribution, such as 
Belfast, Waterford, or Limerick 

There was a sufficient demand to support from 
two to four manufactories. The main obstacle 


was the existence of the combines referred 
to, which deterred capitalists from fir ancing a 
new venture, Nevertheless, the use of cement 
was growing 60 rapidly that he regarded 


such a project as of the most promising possi- 
bilities 


Ireland possessed abundant material for the 
burning of lime, and was not exposed to Eng- 
lish competition, but owing partly to the 
absence of steady demand the industry was a 
declining one, imported cement succeeding lime 
for many purposes. There should be a good 
opening for an industry on a larcer scele near 
Dublin, especially when they remembered ihe 
acricuitural value of lime. 

GEOLOGICAL WEALTH. 

Ircland was rich in geological resources, and 
possessed some of the most desirable building 
stones, but they were not easily Ei” Phe 
softer: stones of England were m cheap! 
handled, but were not durable in this climate.

if was possible to procure English and Sco teh 
stones for considerably less than Irish. To 
send rough stone to Dublin and other centres

locally, and for that reason 
was favoured by Dublin stone-cuiters. The 
only hope for any development: the Irish 
stone trade lay in some form of co-operation, 
concentrajed on selected quarries, together 
with a willimgness on the part of building 
owners to pay a little more for a superior 
article. It was also wsthetically more correct 
to use a native stone. To stimulate the stone 
trade in Ireland the Joint Committee made 
two suggestions: the first was to establish an 
association of those interested in the trade 
and to bring employer and employes together to 
concert means of encouraging the use of stone. 
The association was formed, but he feared 
it developed too much as an employers’ body 
to accomplish what was hoped. The second 
was to etandardise the sizes of stones for 
facing. Jrish marbles for decorative 
were excellent, but lacked sufficient variety 
colour. This trade was in a languish- 
ing condition. He saw no reason why a 
small but successful trade in marble should not 
be built u 

“The brick trade in Ireland was at a lower ebb 
than it had been for a century, notwithstanding 
that it had had to face less k NME: competition 
than íor many years past. During recent years 
many of the best brick works had ain clcsed 
The more modern brick works were placed un 
favourably for economic disttbution, involving 
high freights on coal and bricks. The fact that 
the manufacture of bricks, like concrete, had 
been revolutionised, involving enormous cost for 
modern brick-making plant, and the absence of 
a steady demand for bricks within an ‘economic 
distributing area, all contributed to bring aboui 
the decline. If the present high cost of ‘produc. 
tion could be reduced, there should be more 
room for a limited number of well-equipped 
brick works at certain selected pointe. While 
there was plenty of good brick clay in Ireland, 
it was not always found at the right place. 


IRISH SLATES.

Irish slates differed from the ordinary Welsh 


slate, and they made a véjy good rool, some 
what more costly than the @ ap siates. Native 
timber was not used in buil@ags until the war 
during which it was employed to a cons iderabie e 
extent, but it was unseasoned and unsatisfac 
tory. During the past 25 years an indusiry in 
fibrous end other plastering work had sprung up, 
and was succcessfully carried on in Dublin. No 
steel or iron was manufactured in this country, 
ut there were a few firms carrying on struc 
tural Me“ ga and this was a successful 
trade; cajable of extension. There were 
Scandilias in Dublin, but much ironwork was im- 
ported Glass wis not now manufactured in 
Ireland, and the glass manufacturing trade of 
England was highly organised. To improve the 
Irish building materials industries seemed to re- 
quire the establishment of some well-equipped 
department * State, specially charged with the 
duty of developing and fostering Irish industries 
Some method should also be devised for giving 
the Irish investor some reasonable protection 
against ' dumping ” and the smashing of in- 
dustries by under-selling. 

A discussion followed, in the course of which 

Mr. William Field said that something should 
be done, if possible by that Conference, to 
bring about the cheapening of the building ef 
houses. so that the workers might have proper, 
decent, and sanitary conditions of living at a 
reasonable rate. Until the workers were -pro- 
perly housed there was not much chance of 
carrying on in this country. (Applauee.) 

Mr. . Collins, Castlebar, spoke of the large 
quantity of Portland cement used in the West 
of Ireland, and said that the quarry workers 
were unemployed, while Portland cement was 
supporting the railways, the Englishmen, and 
the middlemen.

OVER £100,000 PAID TO DATE. 


Some illuminating facts and figures are now 
| available: regarding the Government scheme of 
| paying subsidies to private builders of houses. 
| Up to 30th September according to a state- 
ment by the Ministry of Health 19,867 houses 
had been completed and £4,750,000 paid in sub- 

sidies. 

Throughout: the whole of Ireland 401 houses 
were completed up to 30th September, and 
£102,200 paid im subsidies. The figures for the 
two areas in Ireland were as under:

The Government originally intended to spend 
£15,000,000 in subsidies divided according to the 
population of England, Scotland, Irelani, anc 
Wales, but in July last when the economy 
campaign began the Government decided to 
bring the scheme to an earlier conclusion, and 
not to pay the grant in respect of any dwelling 
Where operations were not begun on 25th 
August last. 

The subsidy is a free gift, varying from £230 i 


to £260, according to the size of the house, and is 
paid to the builder of each ds wellinghouse con- 
structed according to the regulation of the 
Local Government Board as authorised the 
Housing (Additions! Powers) Acts, 1919 and

TURNING POINT IN HISTORY. 


Mr. Clynes said that he looked on that day's 
preceedings as d a turning point in hie- 
tory. The speech of Prime Minister indi- 
cated that Parliament must, more and more, in 
the future accept the responsibility for provid- 
ing: the masses of the people with employment 
ind contentment. The Prime Minister pointed 
to the war as the souree of all our difficulties. 
He (Mr. Clynes) would add as a cause the terms 
of the peace that followed the war. (Labour 
epeers.) The Prime Minister should not talk 
shout the possibility of a new world as he had 
‘lone, and then tell the country that its dis- 
Lresses were inevitable, as the economic result 
of the war. (Hear, hear.) In, principle, he (Mr. 
Clynes) was not op to emigration, but if 
workmen were to be asked to emigrate, they 
bould be allowed to take part in the super- 
vising and conduct of any emigration arrange- 
ments. He welcomed the amnotincement of cer- 
proposals for assisting trade by crediis 
end lo@n arrangements. hoped, however, 
that there would be the minimum of interfer- 
ence with the normal course of trade in the ex- 
tension of j of Government 
assistance of (Hear, hear.)

No scheme of credit restoration or trade de- 
velopment by artificial means could succee 
without Internationa] co-operation. Unless we 
did something to.come to the rescue of the 
people of famine-stricken Russia, their condi- 
tion would react on the economic condition of 
his country and of the world. As to the pro- 
posed amendment of the Unemployment Insur- 
nee Act, there were a considerable number of 
orkers not covered by the Act who would not 
m oovered by 
now outlined, No class of workers should be 
left outside. He could not accept the proposal 
of the Government as being in any way 
ficient to meet the financial necessities of 
working-class households.

DELAY REGRETTED. 
THE REAL DIFFICULTY. 


Mr. Asquith thought it was a pity that the 
proposals of the Government were not brought 
before Parliament at. an earlier date. Unem- 
ployment, which now affected about one and 
three-quarter million people, was very nearly as 
bad m February last. The House had devoted 
days in a sterile discussion of that futile 
end fantastic measure—the Safeguarding of In- 
dustries Act, which had already begun to pro- 
duce. the mischievous consequences, including 
unemployment, which some members predicted. 
The poli¢y of developing the system of export 
credits was not open to the same objection as 
some atber proposals. It was a gamble, though 
he would not say it was not worth trying.

KECONSIDERATION NECESSARY. 
In his judgment the position raised the 
necessity for a reconsideration of the whole 
problem of international indebtedness in both 
its aspects—first, the indebtedness of the Allies 
to one another, and next, the indebtedness of 
our enemies to the Allies. (Hear, hear.) Be- 
fore the war we were the greatest creditor 
nation in the world, and the United States was 
the principal debtor nation. Asa result of the 
war we had ceased to the greatest creditor 
nation, and the United States was the creditor 
of European countries, excluding Russia, for 
2,240 million pounds. He thought that too 
much attention was concentrated on European 
irade. Our trade was to a very large extent, 
not with European countries at all. Of a 
total export of British produce and manufactures 
of the value of 525 million pounds in the year 
before the war, all the European countries took 
only 150 million pe ' worth, while 200 
millions’ worth went to the ‘British possessions. 
It was all-important that we should develop 
that tendency. There was no reason why by 
wise development of our Imperial resources 
the Imperial Government, we should not 
@stablish a healthy and progressive trade be- 
tween the Dominions and ourselves, which would 
evertop altogether the European trade. (Minis- 
terial cheers.) He was not suggesting the use 
of any artificial expedientsa. (Laughter.) 
img of the kind was needed. It could be done 
by a wise and. well-conceived policy, which would 
add a permanent contribution to the solution 
of unemployment. (Cheers.) | 
Mr. G. Terrell expressed approval of the 
policy of the Government, but would like to see 
an extension oí the Protection of Industries Act. 


PLEA FOR IRELAND. 
EQUAL TREATMENT SOUGHT. 
Colonel Sir William Allen said that, as one 
who had had a good deal to do with unemploy- 
ment troubles in Ireland, he was astonished 
now to hear for ‘the first time that the new 
provisions for assisting the families of the un- 
employed would not be extended to his country. 
One of the reasons why this unemployment 
measure was brought before the House 
wak to alleviate distress ing the coming 
winter, becatise Was there 
mo winter, ne unemployment, and no distress in 
Ireland? Did not the workpeople of Ireland 
need this help as much as those of England, 
Seotland, and Wales? They had followed the 
speeches of the Prime Minister during the past 
jour or five weeks with regard to this particular 
subject, nover dreaming for a moment that they 
would not be included in benefits that were 
applied to-the rest of the United Kingdom. He 
himself, brought t her the representatives of 
one of the staple industries in Ireland to tell 
them that in all probability there would be 
legislation introduced that would affect them, 
and to get their opinions with regard to un- 
employment, and the measures which might be 
taken to alleviate it and produce better trade 
conditions. He wrote to the Minister of Labour 
to know if the particular Cabinet Committee 
which was considering this subject would receive 
a deputation representing that staple industry. 
That was some time ago, and although he rv- 
ceived a reply stating that his request would 
be placed before the Blea Mary he had received 
no intimation that the Committee would be 
prepared to receive a deputation. He hoped the 
House would support the representatives of Irc- 
land when they insisted, as they would do, that 
they got their fair share of what was going. 
They were entitled to their share for more 
reasons than one. Here was an industry with- 
out which the great war could not have been 
won. The workers of Ireland put their muscle 
and sinew into it.

The linen industry 
had been particularly hit. by the war, as their 
sources of raw material had been greatly cur- 
tailed, more particularly their supplies of flax 
from Russia. In 1916 they had 70,000 tons of 
flax from Russia, but duringlehe past year they 
had only 70 toms. He knew peri¢ctly well the 
difieulties, buí he thought the Government 
might do a Jittk, more than they were doing. 
He was not at ell sure that the suggestion of 
credit to the extent of 574 per cent. would be 
of the slightest benefit to trade generally. The 
banks would jake good care thet it was only 
solvent concerns which undertook this business 
abroad, and the solvent indtvidual could get 
trade for himself.

NOTE OF APPROVAL. 

Mr. George Barnes expressed sincere 
faction that the unemployed problem had at 
last been recognised for what it really. was, 
namely—one of the most, if not the most. im- 
portant questions that could engage the atten- 
tion of the House.

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A MOTORIST’S DEATH. 
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A military court of inguiry, in lieu of an 
inquest, was held at Cork concerning the death 
in the Cork North Infirmary on October 10 of 
Michael Joe Geelan, 23, farm labourer, of Wood- 
stock, Carrigtwohill, Co. Cork. Geelan died 
from blood poisoning’ as a result of injuries re- 
ceived in a collision between a police motor- 
tender and motor-cycle on which he was riding 
near Carrigtwobill. 

The finding of the Court was that the de- 
ceased was himself to blame in that he infringed 
the rule of the road by riding on the off-side at 
excessive speed and without lights after lighting- 
up time.

At Clones Quarten Sessions yesterday, in | 
awarding Sergeant Thomas Farrelly, R.LC., £50 
compensation for injuries received in an am- 
bush, County Court Judge Johnston delivered. 
an important judgment affecting the inter- 
pretation of the partition clauses in the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920. 

His Honour said:—This case raises a difficult 
question with reference to the partitien of Ire- 
land effected by the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920. ie applicant, who is a police 
sergeant, claims compensation for personal in- 
juries which occur at a place in County 

onaghan which is within a mile of the border 
of County Fermanagh. I have awarded the ap- 
plicant 850, and am of opinion that 
should be put upon County Fermanagh--if I 
have power under Section 140 of the Grand 
Jury Act to do so. 

Mr. Rogers, who appears for some County 
Monaghan ratepayers (the Monaghan County 
Council having decided not to appear, and not 
to give me any assistance in the elucidation of 
this constitutional problem), argues that, as | 
happen to be a judge of both Southern and 
Northern Ireland, and as no order has been 
made by the Lord Lieutenant ‘re-arranging the 
areas within my jurisdiction, so that that 
Sa gon shail be “ wholly within Southern 
reland or Northern Ireland, ” by virtue of Sec- 
tion 48 of the Act of 1920, I have jurisdiction 
in Monaghan to make a decree affecting Fer- 
managh. i : 

I think, however, that, if he is to succeed in 
this contention, he must base hie claim on some 
broader ground than that. If this contention 
was to prevail, very anomalous results 
would follow. or instance, it would follow 
that while I could make an order affecting Fer- 
managh, I could make no order affecting Tyrone 
or Armagh. It would follow also that, while 
I, as county court judge of both counties, could 
make an order affectin both counties, a 
High Court judge of Southern Ireland, sitting 
to hear an appeal from my decision, could 
make no order affecting Fermanagh. Such an 
anomalons result was not contemplated by the 
Legislature. On the contrary, am of opinion 
that, while I am sitting in County Monaghan, 
I possess the jurisdiction only of a judge of 
Southern Ireland; and when -I am sitting in 
Fermanagh I can exercise the jurisdiction only 
of a judge of Northern Ireland. 

The second argument that has been addressed 
to me on behalf of County Monaghan is that 
all the pre-partition legislation of the Imperial 
Parliament is yet in full force and effect in both 
areas, and that as Section 140 of the Grand 
Jury Act has been neither repealed nor 
amended, I can yet place part of this burden 
on the Northern area. 

There is some justification for this argument, 
particularly in Section 6 of the Act ef 1920. 
That section provides that neither the Parlia- 
ment of the South nor the Parliament of the 
North shall have any power to repeal “ any Act 
passed. by the Parliament of the United King- 
dom after the eppointeil dey, and extending to 
the part Ireland: within its jurisdiction,’’ 
from which it may reasonably be inferred that 
either of the Irish Parliaments may repeal 
enactments passed by the Imperial Parliament 
before the appointed day—that is, repeal them 
i ft rep@al- 
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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT SUPREME. 

In this connection it is necessary to recollect 
that it is provided by the Act of 1920 that, 
notwithstanding that legislation, ' the supreme 
authority of the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom shall remain unaffected and unim- 

aired over all persons, matters, and things in 
ecland and every part thereof” (Section 75). 
Further, Section 61 provides that “ all existing 
laws, institutions and authorities in Ireland, 
whether judicial, administrative, or ministeria! 
ee shall, except as otherwise’ provided 
by this Act, continue if this Act had not 
passed.” 

Section 140 is an existing law, enacted by 
the Imperial Parliament, which has yet an over- 
riding “legislative power in Ireland, and as it 
has neither been repealed nor amended 
either of the Irish Legislatures, it is yet 
full force. and effect. The question remains, 
however, whether it has not been altered or 
adapted by the legislation of 1920. His Majesty 
was given power by Order in Council to ' make 
such adaptations of any enactments, so far as 
they relate to Ireland, as may appear to him 
necessary or proper in order to ‘give effect to’ 
the provisions of the Act ” (Section 69). That 
is a very wide power; and I find that-an Order 
in Council was made on September 27 provid- 
ing, in the most general terms, that “from 
and after the day of transfer, references to 
Ireland, where they occur in relation to counties 
or other areas of local jurisdiction or govern- 
ment in Ireland, shall be construed as references 
to Southern Ireland.’” A corresponding order 
was made on the same date relating to Northern 
Ireland. 

INTERPRETATION OF THE CLAUSE. 

Now, how is that enactment applicable to the 
present question? The code relating to the 
awarding of compensation for criminal or 
malicious injuries in Ireland is defined by 
Section 5 (9) of the Local Government Act, 
898, as consisting of the enactments mentioned 
in part one of the schedule to that Act, and 
the sub-section provides further that those 
enuctments (which include Section 140 of th: 
Grand Jury Act) “shail extend to the whole 
of Ireland so far as they do not already so 
extend.” I am of opinion that, sitting as a 
judge of Southern Ireland, I must now, in view 
of ihé General. Adaptation of Enactments 
Order, 1921, read the word “ Ireland ’’ jn that 
sub-section as meaning “ Southern Ireland”; 
and that when 1 come to consider the meaning

l must construe it as menning 
neighbouring counties in Southern Ireland.’

should, of course, be bound to interpret the 
same words as meaning “ neighbouring counties 
in Northern Ireland.’’ The result is that, for 
the present purpose, Monaghan and Fermanagh 
are no longer neighbours, and that I must leave 
the latter county out of consideration entirely 
in fixing the area of charge. Monaghan must 
bear the whole burden, and it follows, of course, 
that Fermanagh will no longer be able to cast 
any part of such a burden on Monaghan.

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THE LOSS OF THE ROWAN. 
Letter from Dr. Joly, F.,T.C.D. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The letter of “ Ex-Navy ” (October 14th) 
calls for some comment. ‘ Ex-Navy ” contends } 
that, because a ship might be lost owing to 
neglect of existing regulations for avoiding col- 
lision, “it is quite. useless to discuss the value 
of submarine signalling.’’ This is surprising 
coming from one signing himself ' Ex-Navy. 
What are the facts as regards existing methods 
of signalling? The official sailing directions 
issued by the Government emphatically warn 
the sailor against the unreliable nature of sound 
signals as at present in use. These dangers are 
so serious that, in approaching the coast, the 
sailor is warned in these words: “ Taken to- 
gether, these facts shguld induce the utmost 
caution in closing the ai in fogs. “The lead 
is generally the only safe guide.” Unfor- 
tunately, the lead cannot, protect the sailor 
against. collision with another veesel. And these 
treacherous sound signals are all he has in fog 

and thick weather ! 

The public are certainly entitled to every 
protection which modern science ean afford. 
As supplementing existing regulations, **syn- 
chronous signalling ’’ can afford invaluable pro- 
tection. Had this system been in operation on 
the Rowan and on the vessel which first collided 
with her, beth vessels would have known of the 
impending risk of collision while yet some miles 
apart, and the initial disaster cguld not have 
occurred. 

It is not in place to discuss this system. here. 
It is in successful use in the United) States for 
protection against coastal dangers. The cost of 
installation would be trifling. ‘‘ Wireless’”’ is 
already installed on all vessels; the submarine 
bell on many. It only requires the co-ordinating 
mechanism to render them of use against col- 
ligion. This mechanism secures the simultaneous 
emission of signals by ‘‘ wireless ” and by sub- 
marine bell. The former are propagated in- 
stantaneously:; the latter relatively slowly. 
Accordingly, the signals, which started together, 
reach the other ship separated by an interval 
which depends upon the distance separating the 
vessels. Hence the distance between them is 
determined on the familiar principle whereby 
we find the distance of the lightning flash by 
counting the seconds elapsing between seeing the 
lightning and hearing the thunder. Scientific 
refinements and the use of “ wireless”’ do the 
rest.— Yours, etc.. J. JOLY.

The value of scholarships (between thx 
f £20 and £40 at the discretion of the ¢ 
should be based on the proximity of the nupil’s 
residence to a suitable secondary the 
scholarships t tenable for a maximum period 
of five years, contingent on the satisfactory 
progress of the student from year to year at a 
secondary schoo]; pupils should be eligible for 
scholarships up to, but not exceeding, fourteen 
years on June Ist; the examination to be held 
at a convenient centre in each county im July in 
each year by a body of examiners appointed by 
the Department of Miucation of Dail Eireann. 
The eligibility of candidates should be deter- 
mined at least six months prior to the date cf 
examination. The report included recommen- 
dations as to fees, expenses, and other details. 

The recommendations were approved by ihe 
General Council. 

UNIVERSITY COUNTY SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The sub-committee further suggested that the 
value of University scholarships generally should 
be altered to equitable re- 
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more 
lation to the cost of living; no scholarship to be 
awarded to any candidate who does not secure 
at least 50 per cent. of the gross marks ob- 
tainable by him or her at the scholarship exami- 
nation: at least ‘three-fourths the total 
amounts annually awarded University 
scholarships shall be reserved for candidates 
taking the faculties of agriculture, commerce, 
Celtic studies, science, engmeering or arts. 

Mr. Kenny (Waterford), answering a question, 
made the statement referred to regarding the 
overcrowding of the professions. 

The recommendations were approved, and 
ordered to be sent to the Minister of Education 
of Dail Eireann. 

The Chairman said that it was not compulsory 
on the County Councils to adopt all that the 
General Council now apprg¢ved and recom- 
mended.
